The 
report of this committee influenced the

Tile Stand­ 
ard Oil company, it is said, had a 
fore*' of men here watching the pro­ 
ceedings of the independent producers. 
The Standard forces announced that 
the presence of these people was mere­ 
ly a coincidence.

“journalism is a school for men who 
become high in public life.” 
The on­ 
ly practical work offered in the uni­ 
versity as a preparation for a news­ 
paper career is that of the Daily Car­ 
dinal, and this work is not a regular 
course, not fostered by a professor 
and assistants, not required of any 
students and no university academic 
credit is accorded for the work. How­ 
ever, the students who act as re­ 
porters and editors of the college 
daily paper find ready and responsi­ 
ble positions on large and influential 
papers and make more rapid progress 
in this profession than do other stu­ 
dents, equally prepared so far as col­ 
legiate standing is concered. 
In a re­ 
cent address before the 
Wisconsin 
I State Press 
association 
convention, 
President Van Hise declared his be­ 
lief in the value of practical news­ 
paper work as the best preparation 
for the profession of journalism and 


j in a way outlined his plan for the 
establishment of a larger opportuni­ 
ty for such preparation than now of­ 
fered the students. 
The Daily Cardinal was first suc­ 
cessfully published as a daily news­ 
paper under the editorship of W. W. 
Young, now Sunday editor of one of 
the leading Chicago papers, and was 
for years a success as a paper, but 
not as a financial project, until the ' 
business was managed by Samuel W. 
Kies, now an assistant in the office j 
of the city attorney of Chicago. 
He ! 
placed the paper on its feet and it has 
since been a money-maker to the ex- j 
tent of some 
$r,ioo a year, besides | 
paying all expenses and 
supporting 
some meagre salaries for the leading 
editors, and providing some valuable 
cash prizes for the most meritorious 
reporters. 
Tile work is done entire­ 
ly by students. 
The paper is gotten 
out in a printing office a mile away 
from the university, where university 
professors are seldom seen except to 
insert notices. 
The faculty exercises 
practically no supervision over the 
publication and the student editors 
are in entire authority. 
The Daily 
Cardinal is established by the uni­ 
versity ’ regents as the official paper 
of the institution and encouraged as 
such. 
The staff is large because 
many 
students recognize the college paper 
as a practical avenue to newspaper 
work and although applicants for po­ 
sitions are numerous and they 
are 
always carefully scrutinized by the 
leading editors, it is found desirable 
(to give a large number the oppor­ 
tu n ity to assist in the work. 
There 
j are twenty-four young men on the 
staff, and one young woman, who acts 
« as the reporter for the woman’s dor-
